'pHE  many  beautiful  Daffodils  or  Narcissi  now  avail¬ 
able  represent  the  most  pleasing  and  widely  culti¬ 
vated  of  all  spring-flowering  bulbs.  Each  fall  countless 
thousands  are  planted  where  they  may  be  left  alone  to 
naturalize.  They  are  at  home  in  any  good  garden  soil 
but  prefer  deep,  well-drained  loam.  For  garden  plant¬ 
ing,  prepare  the  soil  deeply,  working  in  old  rotted 
manure  well  below  the  surface,  so  that  it  will  not  come 
in  contact  with  the  bulbs.  Do  not  use  fresh  manure. 
Plant  so  that  the  top  of  the  bulb  is  about  three  times 
its  diameter  beneath  the  surface.  For  indoor  flowering, 
pot  the  bulbs  during  September  or  October  in  a  com¬ 
post  consisting  of  good  garden  loam,  leaf-mold,  and 
clean,  sharp  sand.  Set  the  bulbs  about  a  half  inch  be¬ 
low  the  surface.  Water  well,  and  then  place  in  a  cool 
cellar  or  bury  outside  in  a  bed  of  coal-ashes.  Water 
occasionally.  When  well  rooted,  which  will  be  in  about 
3  months,  bring  inside  at  intervals  for  forcing.  Keep 
in  a  temperature  of  between  50  and  60  degrees  until 
flower-buds  are  well  advanced,  after  which  they  should 
be  given  a  warmer  location  and  plenty  of  water  and 
sunshine.

IT  IS  to  this  group  we  must  look  for  the  odd  colors  which  do  not  appear  among  the  Darwin  and 
Cottage  Tulips.  The  colors  are  generally  subdued  and  include  bulf,  bronze,  brown,  purple, 
and  violet,  as  well  as  attractive  combinations  of  these  shades.  There  are  also  brownish  yellow  and 
reddish  orange  colorings  that  are  most  unusual.  Breeder  Tulips  may  be  used  between  evergreens 
and  shrubs  or  in  perennial  borders.  We  suggest  using  them  in  combination  with  Darwin  or  Cottage 
Tulips  in  order  to  provide  contrast  to  the  more  brilliant  colorings  of  these  groups.  They  grow  from 
2  to  3  feet  in  height  and  bloom  in  late  May.  Plant  the  bulbs  5  to  6  inches  deep  and  from  4  to  6  inches 
apart,  during  October  or  in  early  November.

THE  DARWIN  TULIPS 


Many  years  ago,  when  this  classification  was  determined  upon,  there  undoubtedly  were  certain 
characteristics  which  were  common  to,  or  exclusive  with,  Darwin  Tulips.  Now  changes  have 
taken  place.  Countless  crosses  have  been  made.  The  blood  of  other  groups  has  been  introduced, 
and  there  is  almost  no  feature  left  which  is  peculiar  to  this  group  alone.  We  can,  therefore,  no 
longer  explain  just  why  a  “Darwin”  is  a  “Darwin.” 

The  color-range  is  from  white  through  blush,  pink,  salmon,  rose,  shades  of  red,  maroon,  purple 
to  black,  as  well  as  yellow,  and  the  loveliest  shades  of  lavender  and  lilac.  They  grow  from  2  to  3  feet 
in  height  and  bloom  in  late  May. 

Darwin  Tulips  may  be  effectively  grouped  in  front  of  shrubs  and  evergreens  or  planted  in  beds  and 
perennial  borders.  Plant  the  bulbs  5  to  6  inches  deep  and  4  to  6  inches  apart  during  October  or  Novem¬ 
ber.  Cover  with  a  light  mulch  of  some  such  material  as  Salt  Marsh  Hay  after  the  first  hard  freeze.

There  are  blooms  of  the  conventional  Tulip  form  which  are 
impossible  to  distinguish  from  Darwins;  there  are  egg-shaped  and  bowl-shaped  Tulips,  as  well  as 
some  that  show  a  rosebud  form,  and  in  addition  to  these  there  are  lily-flowered  with  long,  pointed, 
gracefully  reflexed  petals. 

The  colors  range  from  white  through  all  the  various  shades  of  blush,  pink,  salmon,  and  rose 
and  the  most  brilliant  and  startling  shades  of  cerise,  carmine  and  crimson  as  well  as  yellow.  There 
is  not  a  dull  variety  in  the  entire  group.  With  a  few  exceptions,  such  as  Advance,  they  bloom  during 
the  latter  part  of  May  and  grow  from  about  IV2  to  3  feet  in  height.  They  may  be  used  with,  or  in 
exactly  the  same  way  as  Darwin  Tulips,  and  with  their  brilliancy  and  wide  diversity  in  form  will 
provide  unusual  effects.

Lilies  are  considered  by  many  to  be  the  most  beautiful  and  ornamental  of  cultivated  plants. 

j  Their  stately  habit  and  variously  colored  flowers,  often  very  fragrant,  make  them  almost 
indispensable  for  the  hardy  flower  garden,  as  well  as  for  growing  in  the  greenhouse.  Many  of  the 
native  species  may  be  effectively  naturalized  and  practically  all  are  valuable  for  use  in  the  mixed 
perennial  border.  Most  of  them  will  grow  very  well  in  pots,  and  by  using  several  varieties,  a  succes¬ 
sion  of  bloom  may  be  had  over  a  long  period. 

All  Lilies  are  wild  plants  and  do  not  take  kindly  to  heavy  fertilizing  or  cultivation.  They  must 
have  good  drainage  and  they  enjoy  a  low  ground-cover  which  shades  the  soil  in  which  they  grow. 
With  the  exception  of  Lilium  candidum  they  should  all  be  planted  deeply,  at  least  four  times  the 
diameter  of  the  bulb,  below  the  surface  of  the  soil.  Certain  Lilies  such  as  the  Auratum  varieties, 
Batemanniae,  Browni,  Hansoni,  Henryi,  Krameri,  the  Speciosum  varieties,  and  Tigrinum  flore- 
pleno  are  grown  in  Japan  and  do  not  reach  us  until  after  the  middle  of  November.  We  will  ship
